this  verb  translate  as  'writing,' 
'book,'  'scribe,'  'census,'  and 
'number.' 

Sapar,  when  in  the  Piel  stem, 
expresses  the  sense  of  'tell,' 
'declare,'   or   'show   forth.' 

Psalm  78  begins  with  direc- 
tions to  fathers  to  instruct 
their  children  who  will,  in 
turn,  "tell  the  next  generation 
[of]  the  praiseworthy  deeds  of 
the   Lord." 

Believers  are  to  declare  those 
miracles  and  wonderful  works 
which  have  been  done  by  the

SERVANTS  OF   THE   HOLY 

Chuck  SwindoU  confesses  in  one  of  his  books  that  the 
mental  image  of  servanthood  used  to  turn  him  off 
completely.  He  pictured  a  human  mule,  who  sighs, 
shuffles  and  trudges  down  the  long  rows  of  life  -  a 
pathetic  creature  without  any  will  or  purpose. 

The  New  Testament  corrects  this  distortion  and  models 
true  servanthood  for  us  as  we  study  the  life  of  our  Lord. 
The  story  of  the  footwashing  in  John  13  is  especially 
applicable  as  Jesus  leaves  his  place  at  the  supper,  takes  a 
basin  of  water  and  a  towel  and  washes  the  dusty  feet  of 
the  disciples.  Contained  in  the  narrative  are  several 
principles    that    sharpen    up    the    concept    of    servanthood. 

A  Servant  of  the  Holy  is  one  who  is  sensitive  to  God's 
timing.  "Jesus  knew  that  his  time  had  come,"  and  acted 
accordingly.  He  neither  plunged  in  impulsively  ahead  of 
God  nor  was  he  inhibited  and  lagged  behind  in  achieving 
God's  will.  As  a  Servant  of  the  Holy  God  he  had  come 
from  God  and  was  returning  to  God  (vs.  2).  This  sense 
of  identity  and  mission  is  important  for  us  or  we  may 
soon  become  doormats  responding  to  the  varied  whims  of 
everyone  around  us. 

The  servant  of  God  is  often  misunderstood,  just  as  Jesus 
in  this  chapter  when  confronting  Simon  Peter.  "You  do 
not  understand  this  act  now,"  Jesus  explains,  "But  later 
on  you  will."  The  servant  of  God  completes  his  mission 
and   then  resumes  his  place. 

We  can  do  no  less.  He  tells  his  followers  that  in  acting 
out  this  parable  he  has  left  us  an  example  to  minister  in 
a  similar  fashion.  May  God  give  to  all  of  us  a  desire  to 
imitate    Christ    by    joining    the    Royal    Order    of    the    Towel.

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Each  February,  seminary  students  from  across  Canada  meet  together  in 
order  to  participate  in  an  ecumenical  forum.  In  1986,  the  year  of  Expo, 
it  was  appropriately  held  in  Vancouver  and  sponsored  by  the  Vancouver 
School  of  Theology  and  by  Regent  College.  The  intent  was  to  gain 
exposure  to  ministry  as  it  is  carried  out  by  various  traditions.  Each  of 
the  participants  was  to  enter  into  the  experience  of  another  tradition. 
For  me,  this  meant  the  opportunity  of  'becoming'  Greek  Orthodox  for  the 
duration  of  the  conference.  John  Mackie's  exposure  was  to  the  ministry 
of  a  Nishga  Anglican  (i.e.,  of  the  native  people). 

The  spectrum  of  traditions  was  well-covered  and  each  group  had  a 
resource  person  from  the  tradition  and  a  facilitator  for  guidance.  From 
the  time  of  the  first  meeting,  each  person  was  to  consider  himself  or 
herself  as  being  a  member  of  that  tradition.  I  was  able  to  attend  a 
Greek  Orthodox  service,  to  participate  in  their  youth  meeting,  and  to  tour 
the  church  building.  After  four  days,  I  could  better  understand  the  form 
of   ministry  within  that  tradition. 

Later,  each  participant  was  involved  in  a  general  session  where  there  was 
an  attempt  to  develop  all-encompassing  statements  on  ministry.  This 
revealed  the  great  variance  of  views  and  the  great  reluctance  to  change. 

In  total,  it  was  a  very  positive  experience  for  myself.  It  enhanced  my 
appreciation  for  the  basic  similarities  and  for  the  differences  in  ministry 
amongst  various  Christian  traditions.  I  also  had  first-hand  exposure  to 
ecumenism  and  was  able  to  assess  what  are  its  strong  and  weak  points. 

Both  for  John  Mackie  and  myself,  I  want  to  express  appreciation  to  the 
OTS  community  for  the  opportunity  of  representing  you  at  the  conference.

MISSIONS  COMMITTEE   REPORT 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  a  group  of  World  Christians  were  convinced  that  our  seminary 
has  a  very  important  role  to  play  in  missions.  Not  only  that  it  is  a  training  centre  for  future 
missionaries,  it  is  also  one  for  pastors  and  teachers  who  in  turn  are  going  to  change  the  church's 
view  on  missions. 

In  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  missions,  the  committee  decided  to  try  some  new  ideas  instead  of 
the  usual   Friday   Missions  Chapels. 

Prayer  meetings  were  held  every  week  in  the  Fall  semester  so  that  students  could  reach  out 
directly  through  prayer.  The  committee  was  also  in  charge  of  leading  the  students  to  pray,  in  the 
two  "Days  of   Prayer,"  for   missionaries  who  have  graduated   from   the  school. 

One  non-trivial  question  on  missions,  and  information  on  one  unreached  people  group,  were  put  in 
the  Sem   News  each   week  to  increase   the  awareness  of   missions. 

Three  panel  discussions  on  "Close  Encounters  of  the  E-3  Kind,"  "How  Do  1  Get  From  Here  to 
There,"  and  "Missionary  Children   Education"   were   held   to   increase   students'   knowledge  of  missions. 

One  of  the  most  important  activities  was  the  World  Missions  Conference  held  in  February.  The 
main  speaker  was  Dr.  Harold  Burchett  and  his  topic  was  "World  Christians."  The  Association  of 
Church  Missions  Committee  was  also  there  to  introduce  their  ministry.  We  also  had  represent- 
atives from   various  mission  agencies  and  a  book  table. 

Other  activities  of  the  committee  included  a  simulation  game  and  a  mission  movie  in  the  Spring 
semester. 

The  committee  will  continue  to  help  the  students  to  catch  and  to  obey  a  world  vision.  Not  many 
are  called  to  be  missionaries,   yet   we  can  all   be   involved   right   where  we  are.

Glen  Taylor  of  the  Yonge  Street  Mission 
contrasted  romantic  love  with  its 
dependent,  affiliative,  exclusive  needs  and 
its  tendency  to  idealize  the  partner  with 
enduring  love.  True  love  involves  mutual 
trust  and  appreciation,  respect,  genuine 
understanding,  and  a  lack  of  fault- 
finding. 

Scott  Peck  goes  so  far  as  to  say  that 
romantic  love  approximates  insanity,  and 
that  couples  should  get  out  of  that  stage 
as  quickly  as  possible!

Excerpts  from    the  Graduation  Service  address  of   Dr.   Kenneth   McMiUen,  World  Vision  of  Canada 


A  questionnaire  recently  showed   that   the  number  one  need  of  the  Christian  church  today   is  Christian 
leadership 

More  men  and  women  are  being  trained   for  Christian   leadership  than  ever  before.     I  don't  think  that 

there  is  any  question   they  are  being  better  trained  than  at  any  time   in  history At  a  time  when 

the  quality  of  training  is  the  very  best  and  the  number  being  trained  is  greater  than  ever  before,  why 
is  there  a  real  shortage  of  real  Christian  leaders?  Evidently,  something  more  than  good  intentions  and 
training   is  required 

Christian  leaders   in  Canada  today  face  a  formidable  challenge.     In  Matthew's  gospel  (20v20-28),   there 
is  recorded  an   incident  which  provides  us  with  some  guidance  on  how  we  can  become  Christian  leaders 
whom  God  can  use   in  the  challenging  world  in  which  we  live! 

Jesus  explained  to  them  [James  and  John]  the  utterly  different  lifestyle  of   the  kingdom. 

James  and   John  were   talking  about  position. 
Christ  was  talking  about  self-surrender. 

They  were  talking  about  power. 
He  was  talking  about  servanthood. 

This  is  the  powerful  message  for  Christian  leaders. 

In  the  Church  today  we  tend   to  have  the  bureaucrat  set  over  against   the  servant.     Religious 
institutions  are  always   in  danger  of  being  run  by  bureaucrats,  not  by  servants 

You  have  to  make  sure  that  you  are  a  true  servant  of  Christ.  I  have  seen  enough  of  Christian  life 
to  know  what  a  dangerous  work  Christian  leadership  is.  People  can  be  called  and  yet  be  motivated 
by  a  desire  for  position  and  power 

How  many  frustrated,  broken  Christian  leaders  there  are  because  they  fail  to  know  that  the  degree 
of  our  success  is  directly  linked  with  our  ability  to  be  a  servant  of  Christ 

The  only  authority  that  a  Christian  leader  has  is  the  authority  which  comes  from  being  a  servant 

To  a  frightening  degree  today,   the  lifestyle  of  the  world  and  the  prevailing  values  of   the  world  have 
been  adopted  by  the  Church.     By  His  life  and  actions,  Christ,   the  suffering  servant,  showed  us  the 
style  of  life  that  is  required  of  His  servants 

The  servant  is  judged,  not  by  the  number  of  people  who  serve  him,  but  by  the  number  of  people  he 
serves.     This  is  servant  leadership! 

If  we  are  to  be  Christian  leaders  as  our  Lord  wants,   it   must  be  with  Him  as  our  close,  personal 
friend  and  with   the  power  that  comes  from  the  Holy  Spirit.

There  have  been  times  when  I  have  wondered: 
What  on  earth  am  I  doing  at  OTS?  At  times, 
friends  have  asked  me  similar  questions.  "Why 
are  you  at  seminary?  Do  you  know  what  God 
wants  you  to  do?"  In  frustration  and  resignation, 
I'd  reply,  "God  knows." 

My  graduating  testimony  tonight  is  that  God  really 
does  know.  God  knew  what  I  needed  three  and  a 
half  years  ago  when  I  arrived  at  OTS,  burnt  out 
after  ten  years  of  nursing.  Four  months  earlier, 
my  church  had  painfully  split.  I  was  hurt,  dis- 
illusioned and  confused.  Immersed  in  the  biblical 
teaching,  with  new  friends  and  practical  ministry, 
I    experienced    a    measure    of    healing    and    stability. 

But  God  also  knew  that  I  had  deeper  lessons  to  learn.  Through  the  caring 
involvement  of  a  faculty  member,  I  began  to  recognize  that  much  of  my 
behaviour  was  driven,  overcontrolled  and  rigorous.  I  slowly  discovered  that  I 
believed  a  lie,  1  believed  that  as  a  Christian,  1  had  to  be  perfect.  I  knew  I 
wasn't  perfect.     But  I  was  trying  very  hard. 

With  that  discovery  began  a  painful  and  slow  journey  towards  self-acceptance 
and  growth.  With  that  discovery  has  come  a  new  engagement  with  God's 
truth  and  a  new  freedom  to  just  be  me.  God  doesn't  want  me  without 
weakness;  he  wants  me  in  my  weakness  to  find  and  reflect  his  strength. 
Perfection  doesn't  win  his  approval.  He  created  me  and  loves  me  just  as  I 
am.  When  1  came  to  OTS,  1  didn't  know  God's  purposes  for  me.  But  God 
did. 

As  I  look  towards  the  future  tonight,  it's  a  comfort  and  a  joy  to  say  "God 
knows."  He  knows  the  freedom  I  have  yet  to  experience,  to  risk,  to  fail  and 
to  grow.  He  knows  my  desire  to  express  truth  in  healing  and  loving  ways  to 
those  who  are  hurting  like  1  was.  He  alone  knows  what  lies  ahead  and  he 
will  continue  to  lead  and  guide  me. 

Tonight  I  am  grateful  for  my  family  and  friends  who  loved  and  supported  me 
when  they  often  didn't  know  or  completely  understand  what  1  was  experi- 
encing. I  am  grateful  for  the  professors,  who  hour  after  hour  faithfully 
taught  me  the  truths  of  Scripture.  They  lived  the  truth  for  me,  never 
pretending  that  they  themselves  weren't  weak  and  frail.  1  am  especially 
thankful  for  Rod  Wilson  who  cared  enough  to  tell  me  the  truth  and  who  has 
shared  much  of  my  journey  with  me. 

Above  all  else,  I  am  grateful  tonight  that  God  knows.  He  knows  my  past, 
my  present  and  my  future.  He  knows  me,  more  realistically,  more  honestly 
than   anyone.      And   in  all   his  knowing,   he   loves.
